Asparagus A Healthful Food| SIDE GLANCES- 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

You are familiar with the saying, “Quicker 
than Jack Robinson.” The Romans had a simi- 
lar saying, said to have been used frequently 
by one of the Caesars, “Quicker than asparagus 
is cooked.” 
classed as a non-starchy veg- 
etable, is highly prized for its 
delicate flavor, and is a mem- 
ber of the lily family. It has 
been esteemed from the time 
of the Greeks and Romans as 
a table delicacy and is report- 
ed to grow wild so plentifully 
on the Steppes of Russia, that 
the cows eat it like grass. 
Charles Lamb, noted author, 
is quoted as writing, “I stick 
to asparagus, which seems to 
inspire gentle thoughts.” The 
name asparagus is derived from a word mean- 
ing sprout. In order to enjoy the full delici- 
ousness of this food, use the tender young 
spears, cook them while fresh and be care- 
ful not to cook them too long. 

Asparagus can be obtained most of the year 
in its fresh form although it is most reason- 
able in price only when it is in season. The 
however, be used when 
spears are expensive. Although as- 
not contain a great deal of nour- 
ishment, nevertheless valuable because it 
is rich in food minerals. Asparagus contains an 
odorous substance called asparagin which stim- 
ulates the kidneys and usually passes out of the 
system very quickly. This vegetable is credited 
with being beneficial for those with kidney dis- 
orders, conditions 

In preparing this vegetable, it should 
washed carefully to remove the grit.

Editor Bulletin: “Enough as 
good as a feast"—that is the popu- 
lar version of one of the most piti- 
less and most inescapable of eco- 
nomic laws, the Law of Diminish- 


ing Utility (viz. usefulness). 
Broadly speaking. the more we 


produce of anything, the lower its 
price will fall. A larger crop may 


sell for less, as a whole, than a 
smaller one would have done 
Thus to “work harder” may be 
worse than useless; it may ac- 
tualiy make you financially poor- 
er In 1920, when wheat was 
Selling around $2,00 per bushel 
Dr. Leacock wrote, “If we pro- 
duced twice as much, it might be 


found that it would sell for only 
50 cents a bushel. And if the sup- 
ply were big cnough it would be 
worth, in the economic sense, just 
nothing at all.” This explains why 
butter has sometimes been used 
as axle-grease; wheat used for 
fuel; fresh fish used as manure; 
and coffee dumped into the sea 
It dogs our footsteps continually 


Apples, butter, canned goods, coal 
fish, lumber, metals, paper and 
pulp, tobacco, wheat—is there a 


single one of them of which we 
could not soon increase the output 
considerably, if we wished? Why 
don't we?

The Max Ball interests already 
are in the field with a program of 
development, Asked for further in- 
formation on the other two com- 
panies, the minister said he was 
not at liberty to disclose their 
names at present, One company has 
headquarters in eastern Canada and 
the other has headquarters in New 
York 


TO MAKE TEST 


Plant of the Ball interests is be 
ing made by the Canadian Loco 
motive Company at Kingston and 
will be transported for erection 
here after a test with a carload of 
the McMurray sands is made at 
Kingston, the carload having been 


sent from here 

The plant will have a capacity of 
250 tons a day. The company will 
start off with a valuation of $1,500,- 
000 and within 10 years is expected 


to be a $5,000,000 concern. Tracts 
of land totalling 8,000 acres have 
been set aside by agreement be- 
tween the company and the gov- 
ernment and from this total, the 
company will select 3,000 acres 


with which to start work.
